Phillips academy will open on Tuesday, | 
September 19, for its one hundred and fifty- | 
sixth year, this time under a new headmaster, 
Dr. Claude M. Fuess. The academy will have 
a capacity enrollment this year, and the}

Dr. Fuess has made no material changes as 
yet, with the exception of dropping the old 
re quirement of two years of Latin.

Assessors Set Tax Rate at 
$24.20, Twenty Cents Higher 
Than 1932; Income Reduced 


Little Change in Valuations over Last Year—Large Reduction in Income from 
State Taxes—Figure Slightly Lower than Estimate 
Given at Annual Town Meeting 


Andover’s tax rate this year will be twenty 
cents higher than a year ago, according to an 
announcement made by the Board of Asses 
sors late yesterday afternoon. The rate will be 
$24.20, the same as it was two years ago. 

The valuation has been changed com 
paratively little, the total being only $308,- 
974 less than last year. The main reason for 
the rise is found in the estimated receipts 
which are $27,598.71 less than last year 
Another influence tending to raise the rate 
was an increase in town appropriations of 
$2,116.57 

Influences tending to hold the rate down 
were a decrease of $2,623.83 in state assess 
ments, a decrease of $3,891.75 in county 
assessments, and a decrease of $3,913.45 in 
overlay. The decrease in total expense despite 
the raise in town appropriations amounted to 
$8,312.46. The town voted to use $35,000 of 
free cash to reduce the tax rate, and this was 
substantially more than the $11,665.27 used 
this way a year ago 

The total amount to raise from polls and 
property this year, because of the above 
changes, was $4,099.48 less than a year ago 
The decrease in valuations, however, offset 
this reduction in the net to be raised

sad to see all of the ruined crops. Here we 


struck our first rain, Starting out of Grand 
Island next morning it rained all of the way 
to Kearney. It was not heavy but just 
enough to get wet. We then had some sun 
shine until we struck .a small cloud-burst 
How the rain did come down! The sky was 
almost as black as night and the rain was so 
thick you could see only a short distance 
ahead. Luckily this was only for about a 
mile and then we were back in dusty roads 
The roads were beginning to get rough and 
we struck quite a few miles of road under 
construction. Here is where we began to 
strike the great open spaces that every one 
tells about. Miles upon miles of road over 
hills that are covered with sage brush. That 
night we got into Cheyenne, Wyoming 
Monday we left Cheyenne to cross Wy 
oming. This country is one of desolation. A 
person can see for miles in all directions and 
see very little except sage brush and jack 
rabbits on the rolling hills. We did see some 
very pretty reck formations along the river 


near Green River, This day we crossed the | 


Red Desert in Western Wyoming. Here we 
traveled for miles and miles seeing absolutely 


no life except for the cars we were meeting on | 


| the highway, Here was where we crossed the 
| Continental Divide or in other words the top 
of the Rocky Mountains. Unless there were 
4a sign there to inform you of the fact there 
would be no indication of it. The mountains 
are a disappointment here as it is only high 


plateau land with no big points or trees as | 


| one would expect of the mountains. We drove 


through to Montpelier, Idaho and stopped in | 


a hotel for that night. Incidentally this was 


the only night we were forced to put up ina} 


| hotel. As a change from the dessert country 

we had crossed, the night turned out to be 
cold, almost frosted. The roads proved to be 
somewhat of a disappointment for the last 
| part of the day as there we were about a 
hundred miles under construction, but in 
spite of this we traveled almost 450 miles for 
the day

Along the Snake River in one place is what | 


they call the Valley of a Thousand Springs 
That name is really descriptive of the place 
The cliffs rise above the river a couple 


hundred feet and near the top springs of all, 


sizes come gushing out and tumble down to 
the river below. There are hundreds of them 
in a distance of three of four miles. This is a 
very beautiful sight after coming off a desert 
where there is no water for miles and miles 
Wednesday we left Boise and passed 
through a fertile farming section and crossed 
into Oregon and covered more country 
which is not very interesting until we 


reached LaGrande, Ben's old home town. We | 
visited his Dad’s old warehouse and I had to | 


meet his old partner who now owns the place 
Here we struck our first real mountain 
country for about fifty miles. The road 
climbed over the mountains through the 
first real forests after we left the Mohawk 
Trail. There were canyons a half to three 
quarters of a mile deep yawning off to the 
side of the roads, After we left the mountains 
some more rather desolate 
country until after we struck the Columbia 
| River. We followed this to The Dalles where 
we stayed for the night 


we crossed 


Thursday morning we finished up the trip 
to Salem. This was the most beautiful part of 
the trip. The Cascade Mountains come down 
to the Columbia River and are a source of 
constant splendor. The canyon walls rise 
from a quarter to perhaps a half mile almost 
straight up on either side of the river. These 
mountains are thickly timbered and several 
mountain streams come tumbling over the 
crest of the canyon forming very beautiful 
waterfalls. The most beautiful of these was 
the Multnomah Falls only a short ways out 
of Portland. These falls for a total of 600 feet, 


almost vertically set in a background of trees, | 


ferns and moss makes a picture that will not 
soon be forgotten, While coming down this 
part of the road we saw Mt. Hood looming up 
majestically to a height of about 12000 feet as 
it seemed to act as a sentinel over the 
country. We reached Portland about noon 
and drove down here in the afternoon 


In all we were ten days on the road and 


covered 3400 miles without any trouble of | 


any sort. The car ran fine all of the way and 
we were lucky enough to be without any flat 
tires, though lots of others were not so 


lucky; all along the way we saw people fixing | 
their tires and working on their car

Cricket Takes Its Name 
From Stick or Cric Used 


Cricket seems to be originally a 
purely English game, and takes its 
name from the clubbed stick, or erie, 
first used to hit the ball, In an old 
book of the Twelfth century there is 
f picture of a woman bowling to a 
man with a wooden club in his hand, 
while several “fielders” stand round, 
but there are no wickets. And we cer- 
tainly shouldn't call a game cricket 
unless there are two sets of stumps 
in the ground, But the game was 
played originally without wickets; and 
it was another game, called “stool- 
ball,” that suggested to those early 
players that it would be fun to have 
something behind the batsman to hit. 
In stool-ball, the bowler tried to hit 
the stool with the ball, while the bats- 
man hit it away If he could. So be- 
fore long sticks—sometimes two, some- 
times three, perhaps the three legs of 
the stool—were used as wickets, and 
cricket became much more like crick- 
et as we think of it. ; 

Even two hundred years ago, the 
shape of a cricket-bat was almost the 
same shape as a cudgel, the wickets 
were two very short stumps, and the 
runs were scored by notches cut in a 
stick,—Montreal Herald. 


Snakes Do Swaying Dance 
When Music Is Provided 


Snakes are not “charmed” by music, 
as such, despite the fact that from 
earllest times in eastern countries, as 
in India, many men have claimed the 
power to make snakes emerge and 
dance by playing on a pipe. Certain- 
ly, when the snake-charmer lifts the 
lid of a basket and pipes a few notes 
the snake does rear its head and 
sway from side to side. But a snake 
behaves in exactly the same way when 
any loud, high-pitched sound (musical 
or otherwise) is made near it—simply 
because it has been disturbed. And 
the “swaying dance” Is also the nat- 
ural movement of the reptile follow- 
ing its disturbance, through any cause. 
The reason why a pipe in particular 
seems to affect the reptiles is because 
it has a high-pitched note. Snakes 
have no exposed ears and therefore 
thelr power of hearing is limited. Low- 
pitched sounds such as soft flute notes 
or the beating of a drum, do not dis- 
turb them. 


Termite Queens Lay Many Eggs 

The termite queen, from a small tn- 
sect one-eighth inch in length, gradu- 
ally increases in size as the colony 
grows and food becomes abundant, 
until In some eases she reaches the 
size of a small potato, or more than 
three Inches in length. At this stage 
she is fed entirely by the workers, 
The termite queen is the champlon of 
all forms of life in reproduction. ‘Ter- 
mite queens have been known to pro- 
duce eggs at the rate of 60 a minute 
for long periods, or at the rate of 86,- 
100 a day. This enables the termite 
colony to wreak such extensive dam 
age so quickly after becoming once 
established, The termite Is a wood- 
eater and lives on and digests cellu- 
Certain animals, such as the 
goat and the moose, can digest cellu- 
lose owing to certain secretions in 
their stomach Juices,

Town League Must Remain 


The problem is indeed a complicated one 
Ihe Town League must remain. It has pro 
vided plenty of young ball players with an 
opportunity to get Into competition and has 
given clean sport to many young men who 
otherwise might have been at a loss for some 
thing to do.
